It is estimated that nearly 1,'000,000

11U Alturnej'a Making Strenuous Effort* 


IS here 
to Show That TOJB Wa« Nut Near the 


Second Church July 18. 


Tom McKee, the accused dynamiter 


and destroyer of the Second Presbyter- 
ian church, was brought in mayor's 
court this afternoon at 2:30 for a pre- 
liminary examination. 'He was repre- 
sented by Attorney Floyd McOormick, 
T. K. Fnuk and Thos. C. Beatty. 
Prosecuting Attorney Miluer conducted 
the prosecution alone. 
Abont a dozen 


witnesses were subpoenaed in the case. 
It was apparent iu . the beginning that 
McKee's attorneys were going to make 
' a heroic effort to prove an alibi for 
, their client. 
All the witnesses called 
yesterday for tfae defenSB were from Kentucky. 


Marshal Watkins was the first wit- 


ness called. 
He testified that he was 


at tho church ten minutes after the ex- 
plosion. 
He identified the cards hung 


on the church door as being tho same 
turned over to him 
by Messrs. Drew 


and Peebles. He had examined tracks 
at powder house, 
but failed to com- 


pare with McKees. 
Tho powder taken 


from the powder house was believed 
to be the same used at the church. 
The fragments of the note written on 
the soap wrapper shown were identi- 
fied as the pieces he picked up near the 
powder house along the river bank, 
where the tracks were found. 
A num- 


ber of notes and papers and shooting 
crackers were identified as being taken 
from McKee. 


Mr. Jno. Peebles identified one of the 


cards as being handed him. He 
thought 
thrj ^hand-writing 
similar 


to that of McKee's and thought the 
same person wrote the cards and notes. 


As the Times goes to press, the trial 


is still in progress. 
The attorneys are 


squabbling and the trial bids fair to 
hold over for two or three hours.

The tenth annual fair of the Ohio 


Agricultural Society is over. In a few 
respects it was not the success antici- 
pated. It was deserving of much more 
encouragement than it received. Many 
circumstances conspired 
against it. 


Onr big Fourth of July celebration only 
three weeks gone undoubtedly hurt' it. 
The heavy rains and floods of tho last 
few weeks have set the farmers back, 
and they did not feel like turning out 
en masse and lending their presence and 
encouragement to the fair as in pre- 
vious years. 


Secretary Edgar F. Draper, when 


asked this morning as to how the as- 
sociation came out this year, replied: 


"The next time I am secretary of a 


fair association there will be hair grow- 
ing on my teeth. 
I am done with our 


county fairs. 
Every person who did 


not get a pass to the fair has been howl- 
ing around ^that it was not a success. 
It was not a success financially. The 
association lost money and some of 
the privilege people came out a little 
behind. If the people of this county 
don't want a fair, we will not crowd 
one upon them. Last year we just 
came out even. If there is any set of 
persons in the county that want to take 
the $6,000 worth of fair association 
stock and assume a $3,000 indebted- 
ness, they are at perfect liberty to do 
BO. We will turn everything over to 
them at once. I don't know what plan 
of action will be taken by the present 
association as regards the future,'' and 
the busy secretary turned wearily to 
his books.

ATLANTIC CITV, N. J., Aug. 1.—As a 


result of the terrible collision on the 
Meadows Thursday evening- between 
the 
Reading- " railroad express 
from 


Philadelphia and the Bridg-eton excur- 
sion train out of here, 47 people are 
dead and 44 arc lying- in the hospital 
here more or less seriously hurt. Of the 
injured in the hospital several are ex- 
pected to die. 


Besides those seriously enough hurt 


to be in the hospital, a score or more 
of people were bruised and shaken up 
and went to cottages. The fearful 
shock of the collision is illustrated in 
the fact that of the 47 dead 43 were 
killed outright. Of the dead, 42 have 
been identified an'd the bodies of three 
women, one man and a boy are lying 
at the undertaking shops awaiting- 
claimants. 


The responsibility for the accident is 


hard to place at this time, but the bur- 
den of it seems to rest upon the dead 
engineer of the Reading train, Edward 
Farr, though an oificiai investigation 
may clear his name.

The uninjured and those only slight- 


ly hurt among the Bridgeton excursion 
party were in a frenzy of agony. 
The 


train struck was the first section of the 
excursion train, and those on the 
sec- 


ond section flocked to the hospital and 
morgxieas the victims were brought in. 
Two miles out on thu Meadows the 
wrecking crews of the Reading and 
West Jersey railroads were toiling by 
the light of huge bonfires to clear 
awnv 
the . wreck 
and 
splinters 


of 
broken 
cars. 
liy dawn they 


had 
practically 
cleared 
up 
the 


tracks. 
Broken 
and 
battered 


out of shape, the huge engine of the 
express lay on its side by the track. 
Pinned beneath, with his pale, blood- 
stained face staring into those of the 
men working was Farr, the engineer. 


The old .Excursion house at the foot 


of Mississippi avenue had been turned 
into 
a 
temporary 
morgue. 
Here 


stretched out on the floor in two 
par- 


allel rows were the dead in boxes. 
Some attempt had been made to clean 
the corpses, but some were half nude, 
their torn and tattered clothing not 
covering their limbs, and nearly all 
were horribly mutilated. 


The scenes as the bodies were iden- 


tified wore sad and pathetic beyond 
words. 


Houser, the operator in tho signal 


tower, certainly set danger signals for 
the Reading tniin when he gave the 
excursion the right of way. 
The ques- 


tion is, did he set the signal in time for 
Engineer Farr to see. it? Or did be be- 
come excited when ho saw a collision 
imminent and set it too late for Farr to 
stop his train? Farr was an experienced 
engineer and it seems incredible that 
ho would rush past a danger signal 
down to a crossing that was being ap- 
proached by a train he could clearly 
sec. 


Further, the Reading has the right 


of way at the crossing over Pennsyl- 
vania" trains, and still further, an ex- 
press has tho right of way before an 
excursion special Still, in view of the 
statement of Engineer Greincr, of the 
excursion train, who was interviewed 
in Carnden Friday, aud the position of 
the signal arms, the burden of the re- 
sponsibility at present rests with the 
dead engineer.

1O According to Your Watch—Stan- 


dard Time, the Only Time. 


Tomorrow, Sunday, August 2nd, is 


the time fixed for the adoption of cen- 
tral standard, time in the city of Ports- 
mouth. The city council and the board 
of education have adopted it as the 
official time, and it is to be hoped that 
private 
concerns, 
factories 
shops, 


stores and individuals will do the 
same. When you get up tomorrow 
morning, turn your watch back twenty- 
eight minutes. 
Having done this, 


don't change your dinner hour from 12 
to 1.1:30 and your supper hour from C 
to 5:30. 
That isn't standard time. 


Eat dinner at 12 o'clock and supper at 
6, go to church at 7:30, and if a man 
says he will meet you at 8 o'clock, 
meet him at 8 o'clock, standard time, 
as a matter of course. 
If you make an 


engagement for 7 o'clock, don't say 
that means 7:30 sun time, let it mean 
7 o'clock flat,' standard time, the only 
time. That is the way to adopt stan- 
dard time, and it will not be very long 
until .we have but one time and yon 
•won't know the difference if yon go to 
bed at 10 o'clcck and. get up at 6, the 
same as you always have. 


All the jewelers will change their 


regulators and keep but one time on 
sale.- A number of factories huve al- 
ready signified their intention of adop- 
ting the now time, others" will follow, 
and the churches, schools,etc., will get 
in line. 


It would be superfluous to present 


here the advantages of the change, 
•which have been discussed so often and 
which are familiar to every reader. 
Every body knows what central stan- 
dard time is, that the name "railroad 
time" is a misnomer and misleading, 
and that the railroads have simply 
adopted standard time, not created it. 
To have more than one time is confus- 
ing and unnecessary. Now that stand- 
ard time has been adopted, let pri- 
vate individuals change their watches 
and clocks and in 
a- week they will 


never realize that they are sitting up 
a half hour lator at night, getting up 
a half hour later in the morning, eat 
ing a half hour later, or following ii 
the wake of the sun that much in everj 
thing.
